We can not improve onthe recommendations of 
the Department of Agriculture, therefore quote from 
their Circular No. 12 2s follows: 

“Under ordinary ficld conditions Rape reaches 
to 3a, height of from 1% to 4 feet, andthe strong grow- 
ing roots penetrate the soil to a considerable depth. 

‘For its best development Rape requires @ rich, 
moist, loamy soil, and will usually do well on any 
but light sandy soil and stiff clays. In general, a 
soil that will produce good crops of turnip, cabbage, 
wheat or corn will be suitable for Rape. 

“Throughout the Northern States generally, seed- 
ing may take place from the first of June or possibly 
earlier, to the middle or last of July, according to 
the season and locality. In the South the seed may 
be sown in September or early in October. Under 
favorable conditions 2 to 3 pounds of seed per acre 
will be sufficient, and it will never be necessary to 
use more than 5 pounds per acre. The seed should 
be planted in drills far enough apart to allow culti- 
vation. Often fine Rape may begrown onland that 
has already produced @ crop of some of the early 
maturing cereals, such as rye, Oats or barley. As 
soon as the crop of grain is removed, the land is 
plowed or “disked’ and at once seeded to Rape. 
Field peas and other early maturing forage crops, or 
rye or winter oats that have been pastured off in 
spring may also be followed by Rape with profitable 
results. Another practice whichis coming into favor 
in some sections of the country, isto sow Rape in the 
spring with some grain crop, such as wheat, allow- 
ing the former to take possession of the field when 
the latter has been remoyed. This method is 


especially satisfactery when succulent forage is de- 
sired for fail feeding. Rape may alse be sown in the 
cornfield just before the last plowing, as is often 
done with turnips, rye and winter wheat. The Rape 
is usually ready for use in about 8 or10 weeks from 
the date of seeding. Sheep and swine may be 
turned into the field and allowed to remain until the 
Rape is pastured off. Rape has a high feeding value. 
It makes an excellent feed for fattening sheep and 
Swine and for producing an abundant flow of milk 
in milch cows. Rape can be used to good advantage 
aS a part of the rations for animals that ere being 
fed in pens for market or for the show ring. It is 
also a valuable food for young lambs at weaning 
time: By beginning as early as practicable in the 
spring and seeding at intervais of two or three 
weeks, a continuous succession of Rape ean be pro- 
duced throughout the period when the permanent 
pastures are most likely to be short. Rape will en- 
dure quite severe cold weather and thus will last a 
long, time after the ordinary pasture grasses suc- 
cumb to the frost.’’
